Soil Conservation 


By Edwards and Tullos 


M. L, Carroll, of New Brockton 
planted blue lupine this fall for 
the first time. He fertilized the 
lupine with phosphate. He used 
a mule-drawn peanut planter to 
plant the lupine seed. He plant- 
ed a row of lupine in each mid- 
dle where peanuts were dug. Lu- 
pine planted like this usually 
comes up to a good stand. Also, 
less harm is done the lupine 
plants by hogs rooting for pea- 
nuts. This is about the best way 
for a farmer with one or two 
mules to plant lupine. 

S. A. Kelley, a neighbor of Mr. 
Carroll, has five acres of lupine 
up to a good stand. His lupine 
was planted about two weeks 
ago. He used the same method 
as Mr. Carroll to plant .the seed. 

A Soil Conservation Service 
worker is helping Mr. Kelley and 
Mr. Carroll. He is helping them 
make soil conservation plans for 
their farms. He will give them 
advice and help in carrying out 
the plan. Blue lupine is only one 
of the crops to be used on their 
farms to control erosion. You 
can get one of these workers to 
help you make a plan for your 
farm. 

Blue lupine is the best winter 
County. It 
should be used on every farm to 
follow dug peanuts and cotton.
